2. TENTATIVE PLANS CALL POR BOTH CONGRESSMEN TO DEPART 
ATHENS BY EMBASSY DEFPATT AIRCRAFT APPROXIMATELY 1400 HOURS 
(LOCAL TIME) JANUARY ), ARRIVING CYPRUS (AKROTIRI) APPROXIMATELY 
1830 HOURS (LOCAL TIME), SAME DAY. THESE TIMES ARE TENTATIVE 
AND SUBJECT TO REVISION SINCE DEPPATT AIRCRAPT NOW IN ISRAEL 
AND NOT SCHEDULED TO RETURN ATHENS PROM THERE UNTIL MORNING, 
JANUARY 9. ANY REVISION IN THAT PLIGHT PLAN WOULD APPECT 
CONGRESSMEN TRAVEL SCHEDULE FOR CYPRUS.
